Tacoma Feb. 12.— A Postal Press re- 
porter to-day ascertained from a reliable 
source that a stock company Ins been 
quietly organized, with a capital of $600,- 
000, for the purpose of building a narrow 
gunge railroad from this city to Ameri- 
can Lake, ten miles south of 
the city. The mils, two engines 
and four passenger coaches aro already 
ordered. The same company will put a 
small passenger steamer on the lake for 
excursion purposes, and erect a hotel, etc.

JACK THE lilPPElt CAUGHT 



In Dundee. Scotland, Alter Killing 
His Wife. 



Strange Mania for Murder — Tlio Woman 
Jmlural Him to Leave Whitcchapel - 
The .Same Horrible Mutilation as Pre- 
vious Murders. 



London, Fob. 11.— The body of a wo- 
man in a chest was discovered to-day by 
the police of Dundee, with the abdomen 
ripped open and otherwise mutilated. 
The chest was so small that tho murderer 
had been compelled to sijuoeze tho body 
into it. The husband of the woman has 
been arrested. 

A dispatch from Dundee says that the 
murderer of tho woman whose mutilated 
remains were found in a chest there to- 
day is W. II. Bury, husband of the vic- 
tim. Bury was a resident of White- 
chapel, London, and his antecedents, 
which have been traced, suggest that ho 
is probably "Jack the Ripper," and that 
he is subject to fits of unconscious mur- 
der mania. 

A post mortem examination held on tho 
body of the Dundee victim proved that 
the. woman had first been strangled and 
her body then mutilated, the abdomen 
being oponed and tho legs and arms 
twisted and brokon. 

Bury says he left Whitechapol three 
weeks ago. He refuses to say why be 
left there, and acknowledges he had no 
business requiring his attention in Dun- 
dee. He says he and his wife drank 
heavily last night before retiring, and that 
he does not know how he got to bed. 
Upon awakening ho says ho found his wife 
lying upon the floor with a rope around 
her neck. 

Actuated by a sudden, mad impulse, for 
which he cannot account, he seized a knife 
and slashed tho body. Upon reason re- 
turning, lie became alarmed, and hastily 
crushed the body into a chest, in which 
it was found, thinking to fly and make his 
escape. He found, however, that ho 
could not leave his wife's remains, and 
filially resolved to inform tho police. 

The theory of the police officials is that 
Bury's wife knew of the facts connecting 
him with East-end atrocities and that she 
took him to Dundee in the hope of pre- 
venting a recurrence of the crimes. 



Imperial Conference. 
London, Fob. 12. — An important con- 
frence of liberal and radical unionists was 
held at Glasgow to-day; the attendance, 
which was largo, comprising many lead- 
ers of both factions. Among other mat- 
ters upon which the conference took ac- 
tion, it was resolved that the maintenance 
of legislative and executive action between 
Ureat Britain was a permanent considera- 
tion. It was the souse of tho meeting, 
however, that local government should be 
extended to Ireland and Scotland in such 
form as to moet their respective require- 
ments. Austin Chamberlain, son of 
Joseph Chamberlain, was present, and 
took an active part in the proceedings. 
It is believed his father is preparing to 
push his omi Irish scheme in parliament 
it the earliest practicable moment, and 
is seeking to win Scottish support to the 
measure by the iu elusion of Scotland in 
its benefits. 



Le t a con'. Statement Denied. 

Dunlin, Fob. 12.— At a meeting of the 
national league in Dublin to-day, Malt 
Harris, referring to tho testimony of Lo- 
Caron before the Parnell commission, in 
which witness had alluded to him in con- 
nection with certain conspiracies, said 
that he was in prison from April 18, '81, 
to Feb. 12, '82, and was in I'aris for the 
benefit of his health at tho time of the 
Phceuix Park murders. When ho heard 
that tho murders had been committed, he 
returned to Dublin instantly and re- 
mained in Ireland. Ho had never given 
money to anyone in consideration of 
shooting landlords, nor had he asked 
anyone to do what he would not do him- 
self. He had always condemned the 
assassins, and took occasion to do so at 
the present moment. 

O'Brien's Trial. 

Dublin, Feb. 12.— The trial of William 
O'Brien, at Killarney, where ho was ar- 
raigned to-day for violation of tho crimes 
act, has been adjourned till Monday.

Glasgow, Feb. 12.— Mr. Chamberlain, 
in a speech to the Glasgow Unionists to- 
day, declared that the government ought 
to give to the country a construction policy 
which should include free education, ex- 
tension of the purchase act, and relief of 
the Scotch crofters. 



"B. 0. organization, numbering 23,000 
members, knowingly and deliberately 
supported tho dynamite policy.

LeCaron testified that the convention of 
1881 unanimously agreed upon tho policy 
of secret warfare. The "V. C." organ- 
ization comprised dynamiters apart from 
O'Donovan Rosaa. Tho secret organiza- 
tion was conceived in 1809 and the "V. 
C. " in 1872. Rossa was expelled for in- 
subordination. The connection between 
the supremo council and the "V. C. " was 
ruptured iu 1884, each claiming to bo the 
legitimate organization. Mr. Parnell, 
the witness said, requested him to write 
lo Devoy, Sullivan, Hines and Carroll a 
letter written by Devoy from New Haven 
in 1881, to witness. Devoy wrote : "Wo 
cannot tolerate tlio kind 'of thing begun 
in Buflalo." According to the witness, 
this referred to the attempt of the Par- 
Iiellttes to disrupt tho revolutionary or- 
ganization, and had no reference to pro- 
tests against violence and crime. 

Unkc or Norfolk Displeased. 

London, Fob. 12.-- The Clmmisle's cor- 
respondent at Rome says the Duke of 
Norfolk has decided not to pay another 
visit to tho Vatican, and is much dis- 
pleased at Lord Salisbury's refusal to re- 
new diplomatic relations between England 
and the holy seo. It is assorted that tho 
Irish influence at tho Vatican is rapidly 
gaining ground.

Hu*sln and llie Vatican.

This action will greatly facilitate negoti- 
ations between the Vatican and Russia, 
whethor it was so designed or not. 

Uofrus Uoid Dnst, 

VIENNA, Feb. 12. —A large number of 
the aristootacy of Vienna have been 
swindled bypurchasing brass tilings under 
tho impression they were buying Russian 
gold dust, as tho seller represented. The 
victims have no redress under the law. 

The Pope's Allocution. 

Rome, Feb. 12.— The Pope's allocution 
published to-day refers to the position of 
the church and the modern world. The 
powers should now more than overtake 
common cause with the church for the 
preservation of the peace. Science and 
war are not sufficient to preserve the 
peace which will bo observed by render- 
ing to everyone his rights and strictly ad- 
hering to the dictates of justice. 

The Commission ot Enquiry. 

London, Feb. 12. — Tho Parnell coin- 
mission of enquiry was resumed to-day 
with LeCaron on tho stand. Being cross- 
examined by Sir Chas. Russell witness 
said that O'Lcary was a violent opponent 
of the League. Witness said ho deliv- 
ered sealed packets from Devoy and 
O'Leary to Egan in Paris, 1881, and ac- 
knowledged that, the security of the seals 
alone prevented him from opening them. 
Ho again saw Egan in America in 1883. 
Later, Egan introduced him to Parnell in 
tho lobby of the House of Commons 
Parnell complimented him upon his work. 
Tho Irish republican brotherhood was 
then opposing Parnell, so far as home 
organization was concerned. Parnell 
complained of this opposition and said 
that tho homo and sister or- 
ganizations would havo been 
crippled had it not been for 
tho luonoy sent from America. At Par- 
noil's reijuest witness saw Dovay, Sulli- 
van and two others in America. He did 
not write the result, of his conversation 
with these men and Parnell, aa ho had 
not been requested to, and Egan had in- 
structed witness to write to him his (wit- 
ness) convorsal ions with Parnell. Coun- 
sel on both sidoi hero announced they 
had agreed not to produce documents 
which wero the subject of discussion on 
Friday. Witness Bald he had spent more 
than ho bad received from the govern- 
ment in the public service. Ho had made 
no arrangements for future reward. Tho 



(Special to The Colonist.! 
Washington, Feb. 12.— The President 
to-day sent to tho Senate a mass of docu- 
ments prepared by tho state department 
iu response to tho Senate resolution, ask- 
ing the President to communicate all cor- 
respondence with Great Britain respecting 
the right of fishing, taking seal, or navi- 
gating in Beh ring's Sea. The circumstan- 
ces regarding the seizure or release of any 
British vessels by the United States; any 
regulations concerning tho taking of seal, 
and whether or not any such regulations 
are enforced against the citizens or vessels 
of the United States, and not against citi- 
zens or vessels of other countries. 

Secretary Bayard in a note to the Presi- 
dent says : "As heretofore announced to 
Congress, negotiations are pending with a 
view to the protection of seal life in the 
Behring's Sea by international arrange- 
ments. Enough of correspondence to dis- 
close the general purpose and scope of 
tho arrangement sought for is herewith 
submitted." 

THE CORRESPONDENCE 

is in five parts: The first relates to the 
seizure of British sailing vessels in Beh- 
ring's Sea; the second, negotiations for tho 
conclusion of treaties for the protection of 
fur seals in the Behring's Sea with Franco, 
Germany, Great Britain, Russia, Japan, 
Sweden and Norway; the third, to Can- 
adian correspondence relative to the seiz- 
ure of British vessels; tho fourth, prior 
correspondence relative to the Behring's 
Sea, Alaska, the Sea of Okkotsk and the 
Russian ukase of 1821; the fifth, treasury 
regulations to determine and settle tho 
claims growing out of the seizures of seal- 
ing vessels by United States cruisers. 

Minister West, on April 18th, 1888, 
proposed to Secretary Bayard to organize 
a mixed commission, to which tho secre- 
tary replied it was preferable to await the 
judgment of tho apellato court in the 
premises, the cases still being on the 
docket. Then on the 30th of April, Lord 
Salisbury, through Minister West, sug- 
gested that an extention of time be al- 
lowed for the appeal in the order to hav'o 
the settlement closed by 

DIPLOMATIC NEGOTIATION. 
On May 28th Secretary Bayard told 
Minister West ho favorably viewed the 
proposition, but it transpired the pro- 
prietors of vessels condemned in Alaska 
failed to appeal in time and 
Attorney-General Garland reported he 
know no way by which tho decrees of 
condemnation could be reviewed. Then 
on August 6th, Minister West asked Sec- 
retary Bayard to postpone the sale of the 
vessels until the question of the legality 
of the seizures could be legally sol tied, 
which was done, bonds being taken in lieu 
of the vessels. This did not Biiit tho own- 
ers, however, who thought the appraiso- 
ment excessive, and after much corres- 
pondence tho sale was ordered (Nov. 14th, 
1888,) to take place at once, and thus tho 
matter stands. No further com- 
munication having been had with 
the authorities of Washington Ter- 
ritory, where the vessels were lying 
the correspondence relative to tho conclu- 
sion of the treaties for the protection of 
the fur seals in Behring's Sea, includes 
instructions sent by Mr. Bayard to our 
ministers to France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Japan, Russia, Sweden and Nor 
way. These instructions were to invite 
the governments to w hich they were ac- 
credited "to enter into such an arrange- 
ment with the government of tho United 
States as will prevent the citizens of 
either country from killing seal in Beh- 
ring's Soa at such timos and places, and 
by such methods, as at present are pur- 
sued, and which threaten 

THE SPEEDY EXTERMINATION 
of those animals, and consequent serious 
loss to mankind." To this the t?overn- 
ments of France, Great Britain, Russia 
and Japan made favorable rosponseB, but 
Sweden and Norway refused to take part, 
becaase its people were not engaged or 
interested in seal fishing. Bayard sent to 
our ministers on Feb. 7th, 1888, a sketch 
of the system of regulations for tho pur- 
pose indicated, which was to prevent the 
killing of fur seals north of fifty degrees 
north latitude, and between ItiO dogreos 
west and 170 degrees east longitude, 
between April 15th and Nov. 1st. Rus- 
sia wanted to include in the prescribed 
area that part of Behring Sea in which 
the islands are situated, and tho soa of 
Okkotsk, to which tho United States 
agreed. Tho matter is under discussion 
now by the representatives of various 
governments interested at London.

Children Crv for Pitcher's Castor!* 
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NOT REQUIRED. 

Wo do not think it is wise to croato 
sinecures in any country. Every public 
official should have enough work to do to 
keep him reasonably busy. In tho thinly 
Bottled pails id n new country it is some- 
times necessary to appoint nil official U> 
perform certain duties, although thure 
may not bo enough for him to do to keep 
him fully employed. But as Lite work he 
has to do, say, that of n judge, requires 
peculiar qualifications, and cannot lie 
done by deputy, it is necessary to ap- 
point him. But as few of such officials us 
possible should bo employed. It has boon 
necessary to appoint judges in this pro- 
vince for Yule and Cariboo. Mr, Justice 
Walkem's jurisdiction, as Supreme Court 
judge, extends over the Clinton judicial 
district, which, it will bo seen, embraces 
also that part of tho Vale district over 
which it is proposed to appoint a County 
Court judge. Tho County Court of Cari- 
boo takes in the electoral districts of 
Lillooet and Cariboo. County Court 
Judge Eli Harrison presides over this 
court. The judicial work for all this area 
is done by Mr. .) ustico Walkem and .1 udge 
Harrison, and they are very far 
from being fully employed. Both 
gentlemen, because they have 
not enough to do in their respective dis- 
tricts, spend a very considerable pari of 
their time in Victoria. In this section of 
the province, in which there is not nearly 
enough for two judges to do, it is pro- 
posed to appoint a third — a county court 
judge. Of course, as there is not suf- 
ficient employment for two judges, there 
will bo Htill less work for three, It is 
abundantly evident that the third judge 
is not required. -Appointing him to the 
county court disriot of Vale would be 
simply throwing a county court judge's 
salary away. All the work that he would 
have to do is now done by Air. Justice 
Walkem, who, as Wo have already said, 
has plenty of time to spend, although his 
jurisdiction extends over a larger area than 
is covered by the new county court dis- 
trict. Wo aie informed that the business 
done by Judge Walkem is neat ly all coun- 
ty court work. It is in the interest ol 
the province to have ample provision 
made for the administration of justice; 
but there is a possibility of overdoing 
this. If judges arc now appointed, when 
they are not required, it may bo dillicult 
by and by to get judges for districts in 
which they are badly needed. If it is 
once known in Ottawa that the province 
asks for what it does not. want, its appli- 
cations will ever alter be looked upon 
with suspicion, an I tho time may come 
when its reasonable requests will be re- 
fused. We are therefore decidedly of 
opinion that the application for a county 
court judge for the district of Vale should 
be deferred until tho circumstances of 
that part of the province requires the ser- 
vices of another judge, 

THAT "BLACK MAN." 

It is asserted that Lord Salisbury gave 
greut offence some little time ago by al- 
luding to the Gladstonian candidate foi 
Holborn in a late bye-election us a black- 
man. The black man was the Hon. Da- 
dabhai Naoroji, a native of India, who 
has for some time resided in England. It 
says much for tho liberality of the British 
constituencies when n stranger of a differ- 
ent race from the electors would, stand the 
remotest chanco of being returned. It in 
generally admitted thai tho Premier's al- 
lusion to this gentleman as a "black man" 
was unfortunate. It appears that the late 
bye-election was not the only one in which 
Mr. Kaoroji sought the sult'rages of the 
freeand independent electors of a British 
constituency. He was the liberal candi. 
date for Holborn at the general election 
of 188<i. He was defeated then but not 
ao badly as to make his candidal lire when 

the vacancy occurred a few weeks ago 
hopeless. 

In order to show their respect for and 
appreciation of Mr. Naoroji, tiny National 
Liberal Club entertained him at. a ban- 
quet on tho 21st of last month. It, was 
attended by many men of standing in tin 
political and the commercial world, among 
Vfhom was Lord Kipon, an o.\-( iovernor 
Qeneral of India. In proposing tho 
health' of the guest of the evening the 
noble Earl spoke of his early career. Mr. 
Dadabhai Naoroji is a native of India. 
Ho was educated in the famous college in 
Bombay which bears the name of one 
i>f India's greatest statesmen, Mount-

stuart Elphinstone, Ho was for a timo on 
the teaching staff of that college. Ho 
soon became noted for his ability and for 
his zeal in advancing the interests of his 
country. Ho became connected with 
some of the best, known commercial 
houses in London. Ho was entrusted by 
the government of India with one of the 
most important ollices in its gift, that of 
Prime Minister of Barecla, and was after- 
wards appointed a member of tho Legis- 
lative Council of Bombay. So thai it will 
he seen that this "black man" was a per- 
sonage of sumo consequence in his own 
country. Ho has resided in England for 
some time, where he has studied political 
science and labored for tho political and 
social advancement of the country. 1 1 is 
knowledge of Indian affairs and his grout 
ibility inado it desirable that ho should 

iccupy a seat in the House of Commons. 
This is how ho became a candidate for 
Holborn. Lord Kipon expressed the 
wish that eminent men not only from lu- 
lia, but from Canada and tho other colo- 
nies, should have seats in tho Parliament 
of Great Britain, and ho believed that 
constituencies would be found in the 
United Kingdom willing to return such 
men as their representatives. He said 
that any constituency that would return 
Mr. Naoroji to Parliament would honor 
itself by its representative, and would 

onfor a great benefit on tho nation. 



.1 LIBERAL MEASURE. 

The amendment of tho Legal Profes- 
sions' Act proposed by Mr. Higgins is, we 
think, wise, and required by the circum- 
stances of the country. Encouragement 
should be given to men of all classes and 
professions to settle in British Columbia, 
and we do not see why obstacles should 
oe thrown in the way of lawyers making 
t heir home in the province. Merchants, 
engineers, clergymen, physicians, teachers, 
journalists and mechanics are placed un- 
der no disabilities by the laws of tho pro- 
vince, and why should barristers and sol- 
icitors i If a Canadian lawyer of ability 
and experience cjmes to British Columbia 
rthy should he not be allowed at once to 
practice his profession \ It docs seem 
singular to make residence in the province 
a qualification for one of tho learned pro- 
fessions. Is there any virtue in the soil 
which increases a man's capacity to prac- 
tice law I Does it not seem inconsistent 
t hat a man of tried ability, who has won 
a reputation at tho bar of his own pro- 
vince, should not bo allowed to practice 
in our courts when the young man who 
was only a month ago a clerk in a lawyer's 
ollico enjoys and exercises all the privi- 
leges of a member of the Bar .' The law 
which would compel the Hon. Edward 
Blake to keep outside of tho bar for 
a year while tho barrister whom 
a sensible man would not retain to con- 
duct the simplest case is allowed to couio 
within the charmed circle cannot bo a 
j ust or reasonable law. Such exclusive- 
ness is not fair to the people of tho pro- 
vince, who should he in a position to 
avail themselves of the best legal talent 
lo he found within its bounds. Let the 
professional qualifications bo made as 
high as is reasonable — tho higher tho bet- 
ter — but lot all applicants for admission to 
the Bar of tho province be required to 
submit to the saiuo tests. Let the quali 
locations as to character and repute be 
also high —the fewer shysters and petti- 
foggers there are in the province the bet- 
tor — but let there not bo one test of char- 
actor for the stranger and another for the 
man who has resided in the country for a 
year or more. If a man who has boon a 
barrister in any of the other provinces 
proves his professional and his moral tit- 
ness for admission to the Bar he should be 
admitted without a moment's hesitation. 
We, for our part, do not soo the necessity 
for the reciprocal clause contained in 
Mr. Higgins' bill. If the Canadian bar- 
rister is found qualified, why should he bo 
required to remain here a year idle be- 
cause tho Bar and the legislature of his 
own province see tit to be exclusive.' He 
:.s in no way responsible for the policy 
which they have pursued with respect to 
admission to tho liar. The year's proba- 
tion is, when looked upon in the 
light of common sense and common just- 
ice, after all, a more vexatious restriction. 
It will not keep out men whom a rigid 
examination would reject, and it will not 
prevent men who are really capable and 
who would be a desirable acquisition to 
tho Bar from complying with the require- 
tnonts of the law. If the object of the 
law as it stands is to exclude incapable 
men of questionable character, that can 
be done more effectually, more legiti- 
mately, and more liberally by requiring a 
high degree of professional and scholastic 
attainment of all candidates for admission 
to the Bar of the Province, no matter 
where they have been educated or how 
long they have been in the Province. We 
believe thai .Mr. Higgins' Bill ought to 
pass, and if it is amended at all, the 
amendment should he in the direction of 
greater liberality. 

THE WORSHIP <>h' WINTER. 

Montreal's festival in honor of Winter 
was celebrated last wook with consider- 
able enthusiasm. Its deity at first did 
not appear propitious. The weather was 
provokingly mild, and when there should 
have boon frost, and snow there wore soft 
breezes and warm rain. At one time it 
was feared that there would not he enough 
frost to enable them to build thoir ice 
temple, and Old Winter's devotees wore 
in a bad way. But the Frost King was 
not so ungrateful as to desert his worship- 
pers in t heir timo of need. Just before 
the day appointed for his festival he made 
his presonce known to the faithful, and 
to a good many more. He. sent, his frost 
and his snow and his bitter biting winds. 
The poor shivered and tho sick and the 
weakly sufferod, bid. the worshippers of 
the winter god rejoiced. Then they 
crowded lo their toboggan slides, and 
hold their hobby-horse tournaments. 
Then was tho monster procession soon in 
tho streets, and then was the ice castle 
stormed amid a blnzo of liro works and 
bombs and crackers that would have made 
a heathen Chinaman green with onvy. 
Tho rites in honor of the snow god were 
many and variod, and there were scarcely 
any bounds tu tho y.oa.1 of his wor- 



shippers. They sacrificed to him not 
only money, but health and comfort. 
Thoir efforts to make themselves believe 
that they were happy when the thermom- 
eter showed twenty degrees below zero 
wore strenuous and persevering, but not 
always successful. The strangers, too, 
who had made a pilgrimage to Montreal 
to witness tho strange rites tried hard to 
convince themselves that they were enjoy- 
ing themselves. Their garments were not 
made to keep out the bitter cold that pre- 
vailed, and their sufferings were a sourco 
of enjoyment to the fur-clad natives i>f 
tho city. Tho jokes that were made at 
their expense wore lmny, and they were 
cruel. Tho man with tho silk hat and 
ear lugs was the butt of all tho small 
wits of tho city, and ovon tho Montreal 
small boy grinned when ho saw tho 
stranger from the South with a fall over- 
coat on his back and thin boots on his 
feet frantically trying to keep himself 
from freezing. It must bavo comforted 
these unfortunate straugors in their suffer- 
ings to find that if they could not enjoy 
themselves they were a source of enjoy- 
ment to the natives. 

But, like other devotees, the Montreal 
worshippers of the snow god, were not all 
sincere votaries of thoir singular religion. 
Very many of them, some of tho high 
priests among tho rest, had an eye to tho 
main chanco in every act of their appar- 
ently disinterested worship. The shekels 
of the stranger wore what they were after. 
Now that tho carnival is over they are 
carefully counting tho number he has left, 
and if they do not consider themsuflicient in 
weight, their joy will be turned to mourn- 
ing, and their laughter to curses both 
loud and dee)). If the contributions are 
large, they will rejoice greatly, and 
straightway plan another carnival for next 
year. What is it to them if their annual 
festival lowers Canada in the estimation 
of the world What if if leads the in- 
habitants of other lands to believe that 
this country is tho homo of Winter tho 
land of everlasting cold and universal 
barrenness. If tho carnival pays him, the 
average Montrealer docs not give a second 
thought to its influence on the country in 
general.

Tuksiuy, Fob. 12, 1889. 
The Speaker took tho chair at 2:10 
p. in. 

Prayers were road by lit. Itov. Bishop 
Oridge. 

RETURN'S. 

Hon. Mr. Riibaun presented the ruturn 
for copies of all orders in council and cor- 
respondence in reference to a resolution 
of the assembly, passed April 3d, 188(5, 
requesting the govern merit to repoal tho 
electoral franchise act or exempt this pro- 
vince from its operation; also, tho rules 
and regulations of the Supreme Court, 
and tho correspondence relating thereto. 

Hon. Mr. Robson asked leave to intro- 
duce a bill entitled "an act to amend the 
'public school act,' " (chapter 104, Consol- 
idated Acts, 1S88. ) 

Leave granted. Hill read a first time. 
Second reading on Wednesday. 

Mr. Mole asked the hon. the Provincial 
Secretary the following question: 

Have the recommendations of tho fol- 
lowing select committees of this assembly, 
which were adopted last session, boen 
carried out by tho government/ If not, 
why not! 

1. Committee on the claim of tho Rev. 
George Ditcham, adopted 25th April, 
1888.' 

2. Committee i>n the claims of Louis 
and E. Gold, adopted 25th April, 1888. 

3. Committee oil the claim of Samuel 
Greer, adopted 27th April, 1888. 

Answer: (1) The improvements were 
liberally valued and added to tho upset 
price, at which price the land was knocked 
down to the claimant. Tho government 
regard this as n final settlement. (2) In 
this case the government could find no 
improvements whatever, and the govern- 
ment have been unable to discover any 
claim, either in law or equity. (3) A fur- 
ther examination of this case lias only 
tended to strengthen the previous con- 
viction that there is no claim either in law 
or equity. 

Mr. Heaven — I observe that the ques- 
tion .vhich I intended to ask tho lion, 
chief commissioner of lands and works 
lias been omitted on the notice paper. 1 
should like to auk the hon. chief commis- 
sion© for his reply to the question which 1 
asked yesterday. 

The Speaker said that the answer had 
been deferred on the statement of tho 
hon. chief commissioner that, ho was not 
yet ready with his reply. The question 
still remained on the orders of the day. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon stated that he had 
informed the Lou, leader of tho opposi- 
tion that it would take sonic time to re- 
ply, and had asked him to defer asking 
the question. He persisted, however, in 
asking the question, and received his re- 
ply that it would be impossible to answer 
at onoo. A now question would now 
have to be put, and two days notice of 
the same given. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that tho question 
was only deferred, but still remained upon 
tho notice paper. 

SUMMARY PROCEDURE. 

The Mouse then went into committee 
of the whole to consider the summary pro- 
cedure bill. While in committee, with 
Mr. Biggins in the chair, a motion was 
made by Mr. Davie to take the schedules 
as read. The motion brought the hon. 
member from Comox to his font. Ho ob- 
jected to the schedules being taken as 
read, as he had had no opportunity of dis- 
cussing tho bill previously, and thought it 
very faulty. He proceeded to review the 
bills, which ho said enabled magistrates 
to imprison with hard labor when no 
criminal offence was committed, and was 
called to order by the chairman, who 
directed his attention to the fact that ho 
was discussing the principles of tho bill 
and not the question before the committee. 

Tho hon. member paid no attention to 
the call of the chair, and was again called 
to order. 

"Call away," was the only comment of 
tho hon. member, and a lively dialogue be- 
tween himself and the chairman ensued, 
finally terminating by the chairman stat- 
ing that unless lie resinned his seat or 
addressed himself to the question before 
the committee, he (the chairman) would 
leave the chair. 

"Best thing you could do," excitedly 
exclaimed the hon. member. 

"Oh, 1 can sit here as long as you can 
stand there," remarked tho chairman. 

"No, you can't !" "No, you can't !" — 
replied the hon. member. 

Having repeatedly declined to be called 
to order, Hon. Mr. Humphreys continued 
to comment on tho principle of the bill, 
and the chairman finally remarked: "1 
am going to rise and ask tho Speakor if 
this can gi i on." 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — You can't doit, 
unless the committee moves to rise. 

Mr. Chairman — Oh, yes I can. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — No, you can't. 
You can't make the committee rise. 

Mr. Chairman -Well, I'm going to get 
up myself, anyway. He then left the 
chair, and Mr. Speaker entering, Mr. 
Higgins appealed to him for advice, stating 
that the hon. member for Com ox insisted 
on discussing the bill. 

Mr. Speaker said that the bill could 
only he discussed on the second reading. 
The clause before the committee should 
only be discussed in committee. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys contended that he 
was only discussing tho resolution that 
the schedules be taken as read. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that no general dis- 
cussion of the merits of the bill could be 
allowed upon the resolution. 

The House again went into committee, 
Mr. Speaker having ruled that unless the 
committee were unanimous in accepting 
the schedules as read, they would havo to 
bo read and passed clause by clause 

In committee, Hon. Mr. Humphreys 
contended at length that tho bill as it 
stood provided for tho imprisonment and 
treatment of honest men who refused 
to act as witnesses, as convicted criminals. 
Ho pronounced the hill as a disgrace and 
a scandal to civilization, and said that its 
parallel could not be found in any civi- 
lized count r.y no the globe. 

Hon. Mr. Davie answered tho points 
raisod by the hon. member for Comox by 
explaining to him that the clauses to 
which ho objected were to he found in 
the statutes of Canada. 

Tho question of the advisability of giv- 
ing to magistrates the right to commit to 
jail with bard labor, for disobedience of a 
summons as witness, was fully discussed, 
and the section was finally struck out. 

At 6 o'clock the committee roso, re- 
ported progress, and asked leave to sit 
again on Tuesday next. 



Mr. Beaven presented a petition from 
tho executive committee of tho synod of 
tho diocoso of British Columbia asking 
for tho incorporation of tho synod. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir presented a peti- 
tion from a largo number of residents of 
Nanaiino asking for the establishment of 
a recording office of mineral claims. 

M p. Beaven presented a petition from the 
New Westminster Railway Company for 
an amendment of their bill to grant them 
an extension -of rights.

-' MEMPHIS' GOVERNMENT. "V 

How tho Motropolia of Tonnrnwee Ceiwe<l 
to Ho i'. Municipality. 
Charles Dudloy Warner, writing in Bar- 
per'i Uudjuittd about Memphis and nor prin- 
cipal troublos, explains: Under these cir- 
cumstances the city rosorU'tl to a novel ex- 
pedient. It surrcmlorcd its charter to tho 
-State, and ceased to exist as a municipality. 
Tho lenders of this movement gave two 
reasons for it — tho wish not to repudiate 
the city debt, but to gain breathing-time, 
and that municipal government in this 
country is n failure. The Legislature ercct- 
n 1 the former Memphis into the taxing dis- 
trict. of Shelby County, and provided a 
government for it. This government con- 
sists of a legislative council of sight 
ineinhors, made up of the Board of Fire and 
Police Commissioners, consisting of three, 
iwl tho Board of Public Works, consisting 
.f live. . These are all elected by popular 
vo:e to serve a term of four years, but the 
elections are held every two years, so that 
ha council always contains members who 
uavo had oxperionce. The Board of Fire 
md Polico Commissioners elects apresi- 
fen't, who is the executive oflleor of the 
ixing district, and has the power and 
lutlos'.of.a mayor; ho has a salary of two 
thousand dollars, inclusive of his fees as 
polico magistrate, and the other members 
of Ins board have salaries of live hundred 
dollars. Tho members of tho Hoard of 
Public Works serve without compensation. 
No man cau bo eligible to either board who 
has not boen a resident of tho 
district for five years. In addition, 
there is a Board of Health, appointed 
by the council. This government has 
the. ordinary powers of a city govern- 
tioht, deillied carefully in the act. bat it 
ran not run the city in debt, and ii cau not 
appropriate the taxes collected except for 
th.i specific purposes named by the State 
Legislature, which specific appropriations 
re voted annually by the Legislature oil 
lie recommendation of the council. Thus 
lliq government of tho city is committed to 
light men, and the execution of its laws to 
»no man, the president, of the taxing dis- 
trict, who has extraordinary power. Tho 
i ial success of tins scheme will he watched 
iviili a great deal of interest by other cities, 
'la the surface it can be seen that it de- 
li Mids upon securing a non-part isau council, 
and an honest, conscientious president ol 
the taxing district— that is to say, upon 
tho choice by popular vote of tho best oiirtxl 
men to rulo the city. Upto this time, with 
only slight hitches", it has worked exceed- 
ingly weil, as will appear in a consideration 
of the condition of the city. The slight 
hitch mentioned was that the president 

appropriated for one city purpose lor all- 
ot he'-. 

The Supreme Court of the United Stairs 
decided that .Memphis had not evaded us 
obligations byaohangoof name and form 
of government. Tho result was a settle- 
ment with the creditors at fifty cents on 
the dollar; and then the city gathered itself 
together for a courageous offer L and u new 
era of prosperity. 

AN ARRANT HUMBUG. 

1'he Ideik Thut Ago Lonrts fit-eat Value to 

Wines Without FoUIldlltioil. 

Now, what are the real facts about old 
ivinesl asks the Mirror. After ferments 
lion, which is a process of decay, wine will 
deteriorate unless preventive measures 
are taken, such as keeping tho wine in a 
cool or even temperature, tho addition of 
alcohol, boiling (the vinuiil cottum of the 
Romans and the vino cotto of modern ltal 
iun •), and the complete exclusion of the or- 
dinary atmosphere by good corks, by seal 
ing-wax or by oil. The most common 
method for preservine wine in modern 
times Is by adding alcohol and by corking 
and sealing. Tiie alcohol in wines prepared 
for England is often in such proportions 
that the wine censes to be any thing like tiie 
juice of the grape, and too often is as 
strong as p. glass of brandy and water. But 
with all these precautions there is a time 
when even tho best of wines lose their 
character. 

When I first went to reside in Portugal a 
present was made me of a lew bottles of 
port wine, of the famous vintage of LUSH. 
Port wine, having naturally more sugar, 
has consequently more alcohol, and thus 
more of resistance to decay and deterlora 
lion. This port, when 1 drank- i>, wu- in its 
fiftieth year, and it had become the eoloi ol 
sauterno, and was more like a liqueur, anil 
whiter than the port of the vintage of IS47. 
About the same time I also tasted boiiio per' 
wine that was nearly seventy years old ll 
was nearly white, and seemed to have no 
great wine character. In ls;i Mr Kabello, 
the Brazilian Consul at Oporto, made uie a 
present of several bottles of port vine id' 
tho vintage of 1793. Mr. Kabello had h an! 
of tho breaking up of an old Portuguese 
family whore, from father to son. a certain 
number of bottlos of famous vintages had 
been handed down. I sent several uf these 
aged wines to the late William Cullcn Bry- 
ant, remarking that the bottle of 1, . i wa ., 
according to tho encyclopaedia, of Ins own 
ago; but the poet, in acknowledging the re 
coption of tho wine, stated that it was Ins 
senior, and that he should look up to it with 
reverence. 

When 1 came to open my bottle of 1703, I 
found it (which once had the dark red ol 
port) about tho color of water, and tie' must 
insipid stuff. Up to tho beginning of tins 
century it was not the custom in any part 
of Europo to put a lot of fiery alcohol into 
any kind of wine, and whon they del add 
spirit to port wine it was a little of that 
which had been distilled from port. This 
1703 wino had probably been thus treated, 
but with all tho sealing wax and a once 
good cork, tho bovorago was as unvinous 
and tasteless as if it had been water dipped 
up from a pond and bottled. Therefore I 
doubt if tho Bavarian wines so sedulously 
advertised in England as those of 1540, 
HUll and 1731 have any virtue in them, even 
if they bo genuine wines of those dates. 
They are really insipid stufT not worth n 
penny u gallon. 

IlrnuQU of Advertising. 
Talk about tho benefits of advertising! 
Down in Florida not long ago a family lost 
a i laid which they supposed had strayed 
away from home and got lost.

The sealing schooner Annie, 
with Captain John Jacobson, the "mighty 
hunter," in command, will clear and sail 
to-day on a hunting and sealing voyage, 
She will go about 200 miles south of this 
port and follow up tho seals in their mi- 
gration to thu north.

From S. D. Pope, Superintendent of 
Education, stating that the firo drill had 
boon resumed in tho schools, and that 
the recommendations of tho board, in re- 
gard to better tire protection, as well as 
the appointment of monitors, would ro- 
ceivo prompt and careful attention. Re- 
ceived and tiled. 

From J. N. Muir asking for testimoni- 
als for tho eight years during which he 
had held the position of teacher of tho 
Victoria High School. 

Trustee Heistorman did not think tho 
board could properly give Mr. Muir such 
a testimonial. 

Trustee Wolfeiidon did not think Mr. 
Muir was deserving of such a testimonial 
as that asked for, and tho communication 
was on motion received and tiled. 

REPORTS, 

The following report was presented by 
tho special committee appointed to wait 
upon tho Hon. Minister of Education. 
The report is published in full. It ex- 
plains itself: 

To the Chairman of the Ituard of School Trus- 
tees/or Victoria Uiti/; 

.Sin: — Your committee appointed to wait 
upon tho Hon. the Minister of Education, bog 
to report that they worn cordially rocoivod hy 
that gentleman on Sal unlay, the 2nd lust. 

The following suhjuets were urged anon tho 
Minister hy your deputation, viz: |1.) Tho sot- 
tingapartby the Government of a traot of pub- 
lic lands asun endowment Tora Provincial Uni- 
versity. (2.) Tho erection of a residence on the 
School reserve for tho Janitor of the Central 
sehoolti. (3.) Tho healing of those schools hy 
hot water, (4.) The painting of tho extoriorof 
these buildings. (5.) Thu employment of moni- 
tors In the ward BChools, 

Your committee strongly urged upon tho 
Minister tho desirability of a tract of land being 
sot apart tor tho purposes indicated, 
and informed him that a gonorouu of- 
fer bad been mado of IS acres of valuable land 
on tho Work estate, provided the Government 
would undortako to erect a university on tho 
land proposed to bo grunted. 

The Minister, while fully roeogni/.ing the de- 
sirability of possessing a university, expressed 
doubt as to tho policy of looking up lands for 
that purpose, lie thought tho true policy was 
to place all lands tit for agricultural purposes In 
the hands of thoso who would doToloptlieui and 
render thorn food Hud revenue producing. It 
would probably bo better to soil tho lands and 
give the proceeds, but for the prosont hu con- 
sidered the situto would bo fultllling its duty In 
placing a free common school education within 
the reach of all. Ho would, however, bring tho 
mutter before his colleagues. 

Willi regard to other matters brought, before 
him, the Minister admitted their desirableness, 
and promised they would receive due consider- 
ation. The matter of Iho ward schools had been 
receiving tho attention of the Department, and 
it, would probably resolve itself Into a question 
of adding to existing school-houses and em- 
ploying monitors 

Ho pointed out that what was asked for 
would involve considerable expenditure, and 
ho thought it was unfortunate that, while seek- 
ing such expenditures on the one hand, Victo- 
ria was. on the other linnd. refusing to make 
tho small contribution towards the expense of 
education provided for by tho Legislature at 
its last session. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

The 
department of education has communicat- 
ed with the city council, asking thorn, as 
usual, to pay tho one-third of the teachers' 
salaries, which the city is required to pay. 
So far, our municipal fathers have not 
complied with this request. Vancouver 
hns paid her share, and Nanaimo has, and 
1 presume Westminster too— — 

Trustee Wolfenden — I am not »ure 
about Nanaimo and Westminster. 1 
think they are waiting to see what Vic- 
toria intends to do in tho matter. 

Trustee Erskine —Victoria has nut done 
her duty so far, and we cannot do more 
than to enter our protest against tho 
course adopted by our board of aldermen. 
I will therefore move, seconded by Dr. Mor- 
rison, tho following resolution: "Where- 
as the entire expense of maintain- 
ing the public schools of this 
city has been met most liberally 
during the past year hy the government; 
and whereas, additional school accommo- 
dation is at present urgently needed; bo it 
resolved, that this board expresses tho 
hope that the city council will, at an early 
date, comply with tho requirements of 
section 10 of the Public School Amend- 
ment Act, 1888. 

Trustee Heisterman The parents who 
have children at tho Public or High 
Schools of this city aro not tho ones who 
have any objection to paying their share 
towards the education of their children. 
Tho expense of education in the provinco 
I isjiow so great that, Mr. Robson informs 
| m*!. the department have been obliged to 
I curtail the expenditure by every means in 
their power. Thu city should bear its 
I portion of the expoime, and I do not 
sou why it has not been done. 
[ The city of Victoria can well afford to 
I pay its share. The Mayor, who is a mem- 
ber of this board, has refused to sit with 
us, and manifests no interest in our work. 
I take an interest in our schools, and 1 
think that the Mayor of our city, if a good 
one, should do his share in the interest of 
our public schools. 

Trustee Wolfeiidon — I quito concur in 
all that has been said by Mr. Heisterman, 
and will have a resolution to introduce 
myself when the one before the chuir has 
been disposed of. 

The resolution wus put and carried 
unanimously. 

Trustee Wolfenden moved, auconded 
by Trustee Heisterman, that thu Mayor of 
this city bo respectfully requested to take 
his seat as chairman of this board. 

The chairman — I should bu very glad 
to see tho Mayor hero. lie has been re- 
peatedly asked to come here and ho has 
never come. 1 do not know but it would 
bo infra diij on our part to request his 
presence again. 

Trustee Erskine — The prosont Mayor 
has never been asked to come. We must 
presume that wo aro working now with a 
now council and a now Mayor. 

Tho Chairman— -It's tho samo John 
Grant anyway. He has boon repeatedly 
asked to come, and has never como. Ho 
may, perhaps, as soon as this point is set- 
tled between tho council and the govern- 
ment. 

Trust oo Erskino — Thoro is a great deal 
of politics in it. Thoro should not be. 

Trustee Wolfenden— I believe the rea- 
son that Mr. Grant did not take his suat 
last year was a matter of politics. 1 do 
not think it would bo infra dig for this 
Board to ask the Mayor to tako his seat 
as chairman. If wo could fnduce him to 
como, I think it would ho in the interest 
of our schools, which we should further 
by evory moans in our power. 

Tho resolution was carried unanimously. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

On motion, a cupboard for books waa 
ordered to bo furnishod ut the Spring 
Ridge school. 

The accounts for the month of Janu- 



ary, amounting to $227.33, were read, 
and referred to tho finance committee for 
payment, it correct. 

Tho report, for the month of January 
was road by the socretary, and showed the 
total number of pupils in attendance to 
be 1202: tho daily average, 1,079.73, »,nd 
the average for each teacher, 53.32. This 
average attendance is the highest ever 
reached in the city of Victoria. On 
motion the board adjournod.

In 
places itseema to have collapsed altogether. 
No doubt the extra heavy teaming 
has had something to do with it, but that 
cannot bo avoided, as tho district is the 
nearest and principal cordwood supply to 
Victoria, wagons going all the time. But 
tho road Bad ly needs macadamizing, to 
make it equal to tho constant and in- 
creasing trallic, and being a ctd de sac 
road is also a further disadvantage. If 
Tyndal avenue (the road cut out, north of 
tho district, by the late Dr. Ash) was 
opened up, it would divert the heavy 
hauling, being a shorter distance to Vic- 
toria, besides giving a needed roadway to 
settlers living in the neighborhood, and 
the principal residents aro about laying 
tho matter before tho authorities.
